St. Joseph’s Hospital. Toronto 


St. Joseph's Hospital was organized to meet the 
great need for a Hospital to service the City ‘west 
of Bathurst St. The Hospital building originally 
was an Orphanage, built in 1890 and converted 
into a 150 bed hospital in 1920-21. Two proba¬ 
tioners, partially trained, from St. Michael’s Hos¬ 
pital, greeted the. first patient, Mr. Murphy, who 
arrived on October 15, 1921. The Hospital staff 
consisted of Reverend Sister Irene, the first Sister 
Superior; Miss Polly McBride, a graduate of.St. 
Michael’s, the first Superintendent of Nurses; Dr. 
Hayes, the first interne; Dr. Spicer performed the 
first operation, and Sister Melanie, the first nurs¬ 
ing sister, replaced Miss McBride as Supt. of 
Nurses. She held this position for thirteen years. 


St. Michael’s training school took a deep in¬ 
terest in the early School of Nursing at St. Jo¬ 
seph's and directed the earlier classes. St. Jo¬ 
seph’s students affiliated at St. Michael’s for 
their operating room experience and training. 


From this early beginning, the Hospital con¬ 
tinued to grow and in September, 1930, a large 
extension was added bringing the bed capacity 
up to 364. In 1935, the new residence was erected, 
modern in every way, complete with recreation 
room, spacious auditorium, well equipped diet 
kitchen, laboratory, library, and tastefully deco¬ 
rated and furnished reception rooms, with accom¬ 
modation for 150 residents. 


And still the need for further beds and faci¬ 
lities arose. St. Joseph’s is ideally situated at 
Sunny-side-, overlooking Lake Ontario and sur¬ 
rounded with spacious grounds. Because of this 
location it serves the communities surrounding 
the western portion of the city and is an active 
emergency centre since it is the only Hospital 
between Bathurst St. and Oakville. Thus we find, 
in April, 1946, the breaking of the sod for the 
new extension which it is hoped will be completed 
in August, 1948. This will bring the bed capacity 
into the neighborhood of 650 beds. It will also 
provide for business and administrative office, 
modern kitchen and new dining rooms, a paedi¬ 
atric unit of 50 beds, a modern air conditioned 
nursery and extension of the Obstetrical Units, 
Operating* Rooms, X-Ray Department, Laboratory 
and Surgical Supply. It will be modern in every 
respect and complete with all the latest time 
saving devices and scientific improvements avail¬ 
able. 

The Training School which started with the 
Hospital, has equalled it in advancement and 
development. Students are carefully selected and 
come from-far and near. In January of this year, 
46 probies received their caps, and this June will 
witness the Silver Jubilee of the Training School, 
the 25th Graduation Exercises. Sister M. Vian- 
ney is the present Superintendent of Nurses and 
much progress has been made under her guidance. 
As an example, this year saw the initiation of the 
system of block teaching for the whole Inter¬ 
mediate Group.

The Sodality of the Blessed Virgin Mary was 
organized in 1930 and gives both social and spir¬ 
itual leadership in the School. In 1940 with 
Sister Electa as -Superior, Sister M. Jeanette, in¬ 
augurated the 8 hour day, in three shifts, for the 
students and graduates. This is still in practice, 
All students affiliate at the Hospital for Sick 
Children for Paediatric Nursing, and affiliation 
in psychiatric nursing at the Ontario Hospital, 
New Toronto, is elective. To date, 582 nurses 
have graduated from St. Josephs. 


Sister M. Annetta is the present Superior. 
Sister Amata, was this year appointed as Super¬ 
intendent. Sister M. Reine, Sister St. Irma and 
Sister Marie Stella will be found Supervising in 
the Hospital, with Sister St. Neil us in charge of. 
the Operating Room and Sister Carmichael in 
charge in the busy Out Patient Dept, and Emer¬ 
gency. Hilda Kerr, a St. Michael’s graduate, is 
in charge of the Hospital Health Service Dept. 



It must be a source of well earned satisfaction 
to all those who have contributed to the St. Jo¬ 
seph’s of today, to witness the phenomenal pro¬ 
gress of the Hospital from its humble beginning 
to its present 600 bed stature in a period of 25 
years! It is tangible evidence of all the prayers, 
hard work and faith of the Sisters of St. Joseph. 
They may well be proud of it as one of Toronto’s 
leading hospitals.

Funeral services were held on Nov. 25, 1947, 
for Dr. Gordon S. Foulds, who died unexpectedly 
at St. Michael’s Hospital after a lengthy illness. 

Born near Brantford, Out., Dr. Foulds was the 
fourth generation of pioneer stock. He was gra¬ 
duated from the University of Toronto at the out¬ 
break of the first World War and immediately 
enlisted in the Medical Corps.
